Pifteenta 'Amendment. 

By way of refreshing the minds 
o r our readers, we give below the 
p r oposcd Fifteenth Ameudmeet, 
together with the States which have 
ratified, those which no action has 
yet been taken: 

* -Article xv— 1. The right of the 
citizens of the Lnited States, to vote 
and hold office shall not be denied 
or abridged by the l nited States, or 
any State, on account of race, color 
or previous condition of servitude. 

8. The Cong. ess shall have power 
to enforce this article by appropri- 
ate legislation. 

The States which have ratified art 
Maine, New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, North Carolina, Florida, 
Louisiana, South Carolina, Arkan- 
eas. West Virginia, Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Wisconsin. Kansas, Mis- 
souri and Nevada— 19. 

The States which have rejected 
are Deleware, Georgia, Ohio and 
California — 4 

The /States which have taken no 
action are Vermont, Rhode Island. 
Ntjw Jersey, Maryland, Virginia, 
Alabatflii, Mississippi, Texas, Tcn- 
aaaat a," Kentucky, Minnesota, Iowa. 
Nebraska and Oregon — 14 

Tho proposed amendment must be 
ratified by the Legislature of three- 
fourths of the States before it can 
become a part of the Constitution. 
There being thirty-seven States, the 
ratification of tweniy-eight is neces- 
sary. Nineteen States have already 
ratified it. Nine more will be re- 
quired to render the ratification 
complete. Should Mississippi, Yir- 
ginia and Texas comply with the re- 
l|aireaseM o Congress and ratify 
the amendment, it would still leave 
six States to ratify it before it could 
become a part of the Constitution.

The Health of the Emperor Na 
poleen 

As the health of Louis Napoleon 
is a prominent item in European 
politics, we generally look with dis 
trust upon all the intelligence which 
casts a doubt upon it. But the Par- 
is dispatches, apparently inspired 
by the Government, and the sudden 
return of the Empress from the Asi- 
atic tour which she had long con- 
templated, leave no doubt that the 
Kinperor is very sick, if he is not in 
a precarious condition. 

He was born in I SOS and ia there- 
fore in his sixty-first year. His 
family; are not renowned for longev- 
ity. His illustrious uncle perished 
from a cancer in the stomach at the 
age of fifty two years. Tbe prei 
ent Emperor has seen many vicissi- 
tudes of fortune, and has undoubtedly 
indulged in many excesses not at 
all conducive to physical health. 
IF- appearance is not that of a man 
ol an iron constitution and a vigor- 
ous temperameut. The wear and 
tear upon him for the last twenty- 
years must nave been immense. 
Hardly one of the Generals and 
cuieftaina, who surrounded him 
when he came to the throne, now 
survive this apparently the last ol 
t s geuerition. No one, consider 
ing all the circumstances, could be 
surprised to hear of a latal termina- 
tion of his disease, which is saiu to 
be of an organic character. What 
an effect would be produced by his 
death' Probaoly no man who ever 
lived could give up the ghost with 
more admitted important consequen- 
ces. 

The relaxing of his firm grasp up- 
ou French politics «»ould be imme- 
diately perceive . and acted upon by 
the different parties and factious in 
Europe. What would come after 
him no mm can tell, but in all bu 
man probability, there woula bo a 
penes of convulsions and revolutions 
that would shake the continent.

Thee terrible fluctuations ingold 
are not the result of the legitimate 
handling of the precious metal it- 
self.
